¥t is the 150th anniversary of the 
Federal Convention of 1787, which 
planned and wrote our Constitution. 

From late in May until mid-Sep- 
tember of that historic year, dele- 
gates from 12 of the original states 
met regularly in  Philadelphia’s 
famed Independence Hall to produce | 
an historic document now known 
and honored wherever democracy 
lives. 


What the men who wrote our 
great Constitution, and later its Bill 
af Rights, achieved, was important 
not alone to their own troubled 
period of history. It is profoundly 
important today. 

By placing the power of govern- 
ment firmly and permanently in the 
hands of the people; by assuring 
political and religious freedom to all 
citizens, they established a form of 
government which still stands as a 
model. 

In many other lands, kingdoms 
and empires have fallen. In certain 
other lands, Communism and Dicta- | 
torship — the twin foes of democracy 
— --*k their harsh tyrannies. But 
fer « oneration after generation, un- 
der the safeguard of our Constitu- 
tton, America has grown in size, in 
prestige and in strength, and has of- 
fered its people standards of liberty, 
security and well-being equalled by 
no other nation on earth. 

That safeguard must be preserved. 

‘The nation-wide observance which 
extends through the summer should 
be more than a formal ceremony. 
It should be a national rededication 
to the principles of liberty immor- 
talized by the Founders in the his- 
toric Charter that has borne Amer- 
fica to greatness. 


Gasoline Sales Tax

$4,168,398.56 or $232,053.62 more 
than for the month of April 1936 
a gain of 5.89 per cent. The in- 
come was slightly under the $4,- 
218,474.28 reported for last March. 

The April revenue brought the 
total income from the gasoline 
tax up to $15,647,730.30 for the 
first four months of the year.

We 
swapped yarns and had a smoke 
together recounting again the 
crazy chances we took as young- 
sters in the Great Adventure of 
the War. I didn’t expect to gain 
anything from the interview but 
that’s where I was wrong. 

“He had more interesting ideas 
to express than most of the men 
I meet every day. He had sounder 
opinions on events. transpiring 
out in the world perhaps because 
he had time to think things 
through. He held no grudge be- 
cause e was in a wheelchair and 
I a member of the same outfit, 
happened to be on my feet. He had 
a grand sense of values and I 
came away feeling I could well 
take some of the kinks out of my 
own. 


“My buddy was joyful at having 
a visitor, as his eyes and voice in- 
dicated. But I know that I profit- 
ed much more materially from the 
interview than he. 

The Yountville Pilgrimage is 
the Legion’s annu:tl message to 
the men at the Home that their 
buddies have not forgotten. It is 
the Legion’s way of expressing 
California’s deep gartitude to her 
shut in veterans of all wars.

Gentlemen: 


As President of the Menlo Park Taxpayers 
League, I am here togehter with several of my asso- 
ciates for the purpose of opposing the petition of in- 
corporation of the Menlo Park County Water Dis- 
trict. 

In consideration of the valuable time necessary 
for your Honorable Board to take in considering and 
deciding many matters effecting the welfare of San 
Mateo County, we propose to make our arguments 
brief and concise. 

The Menlo Park Taxpayers’ League, now con- 
sisting of more than 458 members was organized pri- 
marily for the purpose of opposing the formation of 
this proposed water district. It came into being 
only 20 days ago, yet in that short space of time we 
have been able to acquaint many of the citizens of 
our community with the pertinent facts surrounding 
the water district proposition, and from the ready re- 
sponse thus far, we are satisfied that if we had more 
time we would have enrolled more than 90 per cent 
in opposition. 

As the situation is today: 

We propose to show by actual evidence that more 
than 66 property owners and registered voters have 
filed with Mr. E. B. Hinman, County Clerk, ‘‘Cer- 
tificates of withdrawals” of their signatures original- 
ly affixed on the petition circulated by the proponents 


of the Water District. Subtracting these from the 353 | 


| registered voters, as shown by the proponents, leaves 
| but 287. 

We propose to show by actual evidence in the 
shape of petitions duly acknowledged before notary 
public, in each case, the withdrawal from the district 
entirely, of acreage running all the way from small 
town lots to 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and all the way up to 
40 acres, making in all more than 375 acres with- 
drawn, being over 20 per cent of the area comprising 
the district. 

We propose to show by actual counter-petitions 
filed here today, signatures totaling more than 458, 
as compared with the net of 287 registered voters 
shown by the proponents of this measure. An an- 
alysis of the proponents petition shows that but 88 
property owners have signed, or 30 per cent, while 
our counter-petition shows 90 per cent property own- 
ers, who as such are most vitally interested. And in- 
cidentally, we did not have to go to the St. Patrick’s 
Seminary to secure signatures from the student body 
and others numbering 51 nor to the staff of the Vet- 
erans’ Hospital to secure 53 more, such as was done 
by the proponents. 

We do not question the legal right of such signers, 
as they are registered voters, but we do question the 
moral right and propriety of ‘‘Packing”’ the propon- 
ents petition with such unsound support of non-prop- 
erty owners, thus endeavoring to saddle a burden of 
taxation on the property of the people of the com- 
munity who own and will continue to own and in- 
prove their homes and contribute their just share of 
taxes for support of government. 

If this district is finally formed, it would create 
an impossible situation insofar as the area embraced 
in the district is concerned, for the following reasons: 

1. It contemplates serving territory already serv- 
ed by a public utility, which means a competitive ef- 
fort. This territory is now adequately served with 
water, and there would be no improvement either in 
quality of service of cost of service. 

2. The existing utility, California Water Serv- 
Company, cannot sell that portion of its system 
water district because of

That would mean, in the event a competing system [ 


vere authorized and built regardless of the promises 
f the proponents, the district would be compelled to 
all back on its tax levying power in order to meet its 
eficit. As an illustration of how the taxpayer can 
e burdened with the expense of such a district, at- 
antion is directed to the Ravenswood Water Dis- 
rict adjoining Menlo Park, where for the year 1936- 
7 the taxpayer is required to pay a special tax of

lregular water rates. This rate, by the way, is the 
|loweest they have had. 
Es 28 per $100 valuation for the year 1932-33 down to 
140.421. The water rates are practically the same as 
ithose now charged by the utility now serving Menlo 
| Park. 

4. The proponents of the district hold out two 
principal thoughts in soliciting support. One is that 
pure Hetch-Hetchy water will be delivered to the 
area. The other is that there will be a material re- 
duction in the price of water to the consumer in the 
district. Pure Hetch-Hetchy water will not be de- 
livered to the area. ‘he only water available will be 
that water which is purchased from the City of San 
Francisco and which will be delivered from the 
Crystal Springs Reservoir. It will be a mixture of 
Crystal Springs water, Calaveras water and Hetch- 
Hetchy water. Hetch-Heteliy water will only be 
used as a make-up water and when there is not 
enough water from Crystal Springs and Calaveras to 
supply the requirements of the City of San Francisco. 
The existing rates in Menlo Park are actually lower 
than those applicable in the City of San Francisco, 
for comparable service. 

5. There are a number of large property owners 
within the proposed district who are not served by the 
existing utility, except a few who have stand-by 
service, because they have developed their own 
sourees of supply by boring wells on their own prop- 
erty. These land owners would have to carry their 
portion of the financial burden of the proposed dis- 
trict even though they do not take service, and would 
have no benefit from it. 

6. Furthermore, if these large property owners 
are permitted by law to withdraw these large areas, as 
disclosed by the withdrawal petitions filed here today, 
and as shown by the map to be presented, and if your 
Board of Supervisors grants such request, it will cut 
the heart out of certain portions of the district, thus 
leaving an irregular and small portion of the propos- 
ed district for formation, and thereby place a burden 
of taxation on the remaining small town lot owners 
which they would be unable to meet. 


7. Taxes: Because even if the district never 
constructs any water system, its Board of Directors 
has power to levy taxes to pay the costs of organiza- 
tion, office, overhead and advisory expenses of the 
district; because if the district acquires or builds a 
water system, its Board of Directors will have pover 
to levy taxes to cover any excess of expenses over 
revenues; furthermore, because if said district is to 
‘operate it will inevitably have to finance itself by gen- 
eral obligation bonds for the payment of which taxes 
can be levied, since revenue bonds could not be sold 
for the reason that the revenues of the district would 
not be assured, The district would either have to pur- 
chase a portion of the existing water company’s sys- 
tem at a cost equal to its value plus heavy severance 
damages (i. e., damages for separating such portion 
from the rest of the system) or would have to compete 
| with the existing utility for the business and in either 
revent revenues would not be sufficient to support 
revenue bonds in the amount required. 

Finally: From the facts herewith produced and

referred to, and arguments presented, and from the | 


consensus of opinion of the hundreds in the district 
interviewed, [ am firmly of the conviction that an 
election called for the purpose of determining 
whether or not such district shall be organized and in- 
corporated would be an idle gesture and useless ex- 
pense to the taxpayers of the County. The proposit- 
ion would be overwhelmingly beaten. 

We pray that the proponents’ petition be denied, 
that the request for an election be definitely denied, 
and that no further action be taken by your Honor- 
able Board.
